McNary -Haugen farm relief bill to­ 
day entered the last lap of its legisla­ 
tiv e journey to the White House. 
For the second consecutive year the 
measure, with its disputed equaliza­ 
tion fee for crop stabilization, was a p­ 
prov ed last night by the House. The 
v ote was 204 to 121. 
The bill now must go back to the 
Senate for a smoothing over of minor 
differences. These are expected to be 
ironed 
out 
quickly 
and 
President 
Coolidge then will be forced to pass 
again upon a farm relief plan con­ 
taining a provision which prompted 
him to v eto last year’s bill. 
The House vote w*as 
13 less than 
the two-thirds majority tha t 
would 
be required to override presidential 
disapproval 
which 
a d m in istra tio n ; 
leaders freely predict will be fo rth­ 
coming. 
The Senate several weeks J 
ago approved the measure 
in a slight­ 
ly different form by a vote of 5 3 to 23, 
or a few votes more than the neces- j 
sary two-thirds. 
Final action by the House last night 
climaxed a week of hectic discus­ 
sion during which the possible effect 
j 
of the measure on the coming presi­ 
dential campaign frequently was re- 1 
ferred to. 
The debate at times also 
j 
touched upon the presidential aspira­ 
tions of Frank O. Lowden, of Illinois, j 
and Vice President Dawes. 
The vote came after frantic but 
j 
unsuccessful efforts had been made 
j 
by opponents of the equalization fee 
to eliminate tha t provision, the battle 
continuing with unabated fury to the 
very last. 
The vote on passage found party 
lines split asunder with 101 R epub­ 
licans, 
100 Democrats, two 
F arm - 
Labor members and one Socialist join­ 
ing in support of the bill, while 68 
Republicans, and 53 Democrats lined 
up in opposition. 
Immediately before this, the House 
* had rejected by a vote of 185 to 146 a 
motion by Representative Aswell of 
Louisiana, ranking Democrat on the 
House agriculture committee which 
drafted the measure, to pass the bill 
as framed except with the elimina­ 
tion of the equalization fee machinery. 
Caught House Napping 
Aswell, long an opponent of the fee 
provision, two days ago caught the 
farm bloc unawares and succeeded in 
having the House express its disap­ 
proval of the fee by a 
v ote of 141 i o 
• 120. 
This unexpected reverse, however, 
(» purred the farm camp to greater ac­ 
tivity. 
Reforming its shattered lines, 
this group got the whip hand at the 
outset of yesterday’s proceedings and 
held it to the end. 
W ith the excep- ! 
t.ion of changes approved by C hair­ 
m an Haugen of the agriculture com­ 
mittee and co-author of the bill, all 
Amendments were turned down 
t 
The proposals offered exceeded a 
score in number, but of these 
only 
ihree were approved 
They provided: , 
Extension of the right to cooper­ 
ative associations to decide, through 
the commodity advisory councils that 
the bill would create, when the equal­ 
ization fee would be placed in opera­ 
tion. 
Application of the fee machinery to 
packers as well 
as livestock 
raisers 
whenever it m ight be put in opera­ 
tion upon cattle and swine—offered 
by Representative Jones, Democrat, 
* 
Texas. 
Selection of the members of tho 
proposed advisory councils from lists 
of names to be submitted by Gover­ 
nors or states as well as cooperatives 
and other farm organizations. 
' 
The 
House bill differs from 
the 
Senate measure in tha t it does not 
exempt beef and beef products from 
fee operation. 
Loan Only To Co-ops. 
An unsuccessful effort was made by 
Representative 
Brand, 
democrat. 
Georgia, to have the loan privileges 
o f 
lHe bill apply to farmers who aie not 
members of cooperative associations 
To carry out the loan-to-coopcrative 
proposal the bill would authorize an 
appropriation of $400,000,000. 
This 
would be known as the revolving fund, 
and its use would be controlled by the 
Federal Farm Board the bill would 
create. 
During the long debate opponents 
contended that the bill would receive 
a presidential veto upon two points 
at least—the equalization fee and the 
provisions dealing with the right oi 
the farm board to enter into m arket­ 
ing agreements. 
Supporters, however, took a differ­ 
ent view. They argued that nine spe­ 
cific changes had been made to meet, 
objections set forth by Mr Coohdg’ 
in his veto message on the last year’s 
bill. 
These revisions, with the excep­ 
tion of the fee machinery, they said, 
eliminated everything to which the 
President was opposed

TO LIMIT COMMISSION’S POWER. 


Legislation to prevent the interstate commerce commission 
from fixing any but 
maximum rates for railway 
freight 
charg es is on the way. 
It is interesting to know' that the 
commission has recently interpreted its power as covering 
both maximum and minimum rates and 
h as s o applied them 
in one quite notable case. 
Congressman Leery is the author of 
t h e move to confine 
regulation of rafes to maximum charg es. 
His decision 
has 
been reached as a result of 
t h e lake carg o case which 
has 
already cost one number of the interstate commerce com­ 
mission his chance of reappointment. 
Senators who viewed 
the action ot the commission in the lake cases with disap­ 
proval refused confirmation of the reappointment of Com­ 
missioner Esch. 
It is held by opponents of the commission’s stand in tin* 
now celebrated large carg o case that there are instances 
where to deny to the carriers the right to reduce their rates 
is to work a hardship upon industry and commerce. 
When 
the regulation of transportation lines was first proposed the 
idea was to prevent them from charg ing too much 
It did 
not occur to congress that as g rave damag e might be caused 
b \ refusal to allow them to charg e less than the approved 
tariffs. 
Such is declared to be the results of the lake carg o 
case, however, where a monopoly is said to have been creat­ 
ed throug h the exercise of the commission’s power to pre­ 
vent certain rail lines from meeting the rates charg ed bv 
other roads. Hence the determination of Congressman fYerv 
to insist the commission’s rate-making powers be confined to 
maximum charg es.
